All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representatives proposed claim amendments to 
overcome 35 U.S.C. 101, in which the Examiners maintained that if the claim amendments were in accordance with 35 
U.S.C. 101 then a rejectio would be overcome, however, the proposal was not exactly clear and the Examiners were 
unsure as to if it was enough to overcome 35 U.S.C. 101 and requested the Applicant to be sure that the claim 
produced an appreciable result in accordance with the "tangible" requirement of 35 U.S.C. 101. Further the Applicant's 
representative proposed claim amendments to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 102 rejection of at least claims 1 & 23 by 
adding that the game is monitored only on the server. There was no immediate determination made that such an 
amendment would overcome the rejection and the Examiner stated the references would need to be reviewed again to 
determine if such an amendment would overcome the outstanding rejection. Additionally, the Examiner pointed out 
numerous 35 U.S.C. 112 issues with the proposed claim, especially regarding who/what "cheating players are" and 
how they are "dealt with" as this was similar language in the prosed amendment. The Applicant's represntative stated 
that further clarification may be added to the claim. No agreements were made. The Examiner will wait for Applicant's 
timely filed response to the outstanding office action for further prosecution on the merits.
